REGULATIONS ADOPTED FOR THE GRADED SCHOOLS. 

Scholarship—At the middle and close of each term a-statement 
showing the progress and deportment of each pupil in the grades

parents. The committee requests parents to examine same care- 


fully, sign and return. 

Hxaminations—In all grades above primary there shall be fre- 
quent written reviews, and examinations shall be held at the close 
of each term, and in case of absence of a pupil, such pupil must 
pass the examination before going on with the class. 

Promotions—At the end of the year, at the close of the sum- 
mer term in June, each pupil whose standing, computed, from daily 
recitations and the regular examinations, averages for all studies 
70 per cent shall be promoted to the next higher grade. A pupil 
whose average is less than 70 will seriously endanger his chances 
of promotion. 7 

Honors—The honors of valedictory and salutatory shall be 
assigned upon the basis for scholarship of the last year’s work. — 

Rhetoricals—Regular exercises in essay writing and in decla- 
mations or recitations shall be held in all grades above primary, 
and such exercises shall be marked same as in other studies.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Troy: 

I herewith submit the thirteenth annual report of the superin 
tendent of schools and my first annual report. 

The present enrollment by schools and by grades is as follows:

A careful analysis of the above figures will show that some of 
the rooms are still much over-crowded. Particularly is this true 
in Grades 3 and 4, where the present enrollment is sixty. While 
the total enrollment for all scholars has fallen off, yet the condi- 
tions in this room are worse than ever for it shows an increase of 
nine over last year. Anyone will admit that sixty members is too 
much for one room, in fact it is about the ideal number for two 
rooms. Of course, the assistant teacher takes one of the grades a 
portion of the time and ‘relieves the regular teacher to a certain 
extent, but such a condition does not result in the highest efficiency 
for the school system. | 
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. Troy was unfortunate enough to lose many of its experienced 
and successful teachers last spring. The schools and townspeople 
were fortunate, I think, in securing such a large percentage of 
trained normal teachers to take their places. All of the new 
teachers are either normal school graduates or have had normal 
traming. JI urge that this standard of employing normal graduates 
be kept up for, as a rule, trained teachers are best, and the town 
is reimbursed two dollars for every week it employs a normal school 
graduate or a teacher holding a state certificate. After all is said 
and done, the success of the schools depends upon the character and 
ability of the teaching force. 

There was experienced some difficulty with the heating plant, 
and it was found necessary to close school a few days for repairs. 
In view of the fact that the heater has been in use eighteen years 
and has been twice repaired, it would seem wise for the voters of 
the town to purchase and install a new boiler. At the same time 
some provision ought to be made for a recitation room capable of 
holding twenty children for the use of the assistant teacher with 

her extra classes. At present these extra classes recite in an insuf- 
ficiently heated and poorly ventilated coat room. .It has occurred 
to me that such a place might be partitioned off in the basement 
and heated. This plan would materially lessen the inconvenience 
caused by over-crowding. | 

Tt has been a source of real pleasure to me to watch the attend- 
ance records of the different rooms. Each teacher has tried to make 
her attendance record highest; and the best record is posted as a 
bulletin by the principal. In some cases the records of city schools 
have been surpassed by the same grades in Troy. 

The High School has recently offered a new commercial course 
to dovetail into the Keene High School course. The plan is to 
have the graduates of the Troy High School enter the third year 
at Keene and graduate from the business course there. This is an 
excellent opportunity for children of Troy to get a business educa- 
tion, and more and more will probably take advantage of it. The 
principal at Keene tells me that positions are always ready for his 
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graduates at a fair salary to start and that practically all who have 
employed his graduates have been satisfied with their education. 

Mr. W. H. Watson, principal of the Keene High School, writes 
me as follows under date of February 138th: “I should say, in 
general, that the preparation of the Troy pupils is good; that they, 
in general, stand well in their work, and that their attendance has 
been very good so far this year.” . 

I regret that so many children find it necessary, or think it 
necessary, to leave school when they reach the age of fourteen. To 
a boy or girl at this age a few dollars each month seems more at- 
tractive and more to be desired than schooling and school is 
| dropped. Even on the basis of money, we know it pays to continue 
as far as possible in school, because high salaries go hand and hand 
with good education. Of course this is not the only argument for 
remaining in school as long as possible. At times, I know that 
it is imperative that a boy or girl leave school and go to work, but 
in the main, it is a short sighted step to stop schooling short of 
a high school diploma. Parents and people of influence in the 
community should be squarely opposed to children leaving school 
as soon as they become fourteen, even if it is legally permissible. 

Permit me to thank the school officials, teachers and scholars 
who have been kind and helpful to me, as I did what I thought 
best for the highest efficiency of the Troy schools.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To Mr. W. li. MacDonald, Superintendent of Schools: 


At a recent lecture given at the State Teachers’ Association in 
Minnesota, the purpose of music in the public schools was explained 
in this way: “It gives the child’s soul a chance to expand in the 
atmosphere of the divinest of arts, and to live its life on a higher 
and purer plane.” ‘The way to give the child this opportunity, is 
to train it to read printed music rapidly and accurately. There- 
fore the principal aim of teacher and pupil is the acquirement of 
this ability. Having accomplished the first step, all the other good 
things in music will be added; the pupil will find them all along 
his pathway. ‘The training received in mastering music reading 
must necessarily prove a help in mental training of every kind. 

It is a pleasure to state that our regular teachers are interested 
in this phase of music teaching, and have accomplished greater 
and better things than in previous years. The “Individual Sight- 
‘reading Exercises,’ which you have purchased this year, are a 
great help in this branch of the work. Hach child, when called 
upon, explains the exercise, telling the key, where it is to be found 
upon the staff, where the fundamental notes are placed, and where 
the first tone is, the teacher then gives the first sound, the child 
catches the sound, and sings the exercise through, and is marked 
by the teacher on his efforts. The backward pupils are given spe- 
cial attention and help, and are called upon more frequently than 
the others. The pupils need no urging, and most of them are 
anxious to try. 

The teaching of singing and the teaching of language lessons 
ean be closely associated at more than one point. For example, 
well chosen songs will often be suitable for lessons in reading and 
recitation, and the accurate production of speech sounds will be 
a valuable aid to good speaking as well as good singing. A child’s 
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speaking voice should be made as musical as his singing voice. A 
teacher who is adept at economizing time, and making the most 
of the school period, knows how to correlate the musie work with 
the other lessons. Frequently the teaching of history can be illus- 
trated through singing, since there is a wide choice of songs show- 
ing national feeling in our own country and in other nations. 

Individual singing is. carried’ on as far as Grade 7. We think 
best to drop it here on account of the natural break in the voice, 
which causes more or less embarrassment. ‘The monotones are 
looked after carefully in the first grades, and. if we find a mono- 
tone in Grade 3 it is because the pupil has come from another town. 

One of the features of the Grade 4 music work is the solo sing- 
ing of the pupils.. Each pupil is allowed to choose a song, and this 
he must practice with the help of the teacher until he can sing 
it confidently, then he is prepared to sing this alone at any time, 
either for his teacher or for the supervisor. 

The high school sing with the 7 and 8 Grades and form our 
“Choral Class.”” If more time could be given to this class, we 
could teach short biographical sketches of the famous composers ; 
also the early history of music. Occasionally, instrumental music 
could be played by the pupils to broaden the course. 

A teacher who possesses a knowledge of music and musicians 
will, be able to give an atmosphere and finish to his work, so let us 
welcome every means which will give music its true place in 
education. | 

Your supervisor has had the good fortune to hear public school 
music in and around Boston the past year, and also at Washington, 
D. C., and Baltimore. This has been both helpful and inspiring.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


To Mr. Wm. L. MacDonald, Superintendent of Schools: 


I hereby submit my report of drawing in the Troy schools for 
the year beginning September, 1912. | 

The work began with a study of the autumn flowers, golden-rod, 
aster, etc., and was followed by the foliage. During this color sea- 
son we studied the meaning of the terms, standard, tint, shade, 
scale, tone, harmony, etc. From flowers and branches we turned 
to trees. With the foliage gone, fruits, seed-pods and vegetables 
were in order. ‘This brought us to Thanksgiving. In the lower 
' grades work suited to the season was the principal feature; in the 
upper grades pictures from descriptive poetry were painted, trees 
were studied with charcoal as the medium of expression and print- 
mg was started. 

Owing to the break in the heating apparatus and: the consequent 
loss of time, the Christmas work was somewhat crippled. Im the 
first four grades raffia napkin rings were made; grades five and six 
made brass pin and ash trays, and grades seven and eight printed 
Christmas mottoes. 

The work for the remainder of the year will consist of paper 
eutting and folding, drawing and cutting of toys, composition, 
"design, pose, still life, and a study of the spring flowers. 

Scissors, pencils, crayons, water colors and charcoal have been 
the mediums of expression. 

I wish to thank the teachers for their hearty co-operation in 
the work and the superintendent and committee for their interest 
and generosity in securing materials.

To see what sums of money the town will raise for 
the observance of Old Home Day, and choose a committee to ar- 
range for the same. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to refund to Patrick 
Sullivan forty-five dollars overpaid taxes for the years 1908, 1909, 
1910, and 1911, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to straighten, repair and 
improve Brook street, raise and appropriate money for the same. 

Art. 13. To see what the town will do in regard to increasing 
the pay of firemen on duty at actual fires. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to buy new settees for 
the town hall, raise and appropriate money for the same.
